ftates, in the year 1709, agreed that the trade of neither power 
could be fecure while Dunkirk remained im its then fituation, 
and both refolved to bind themfelvés out to enter into any ne- 
gociation with. France, unlefs it thould be flipulated as a preli- 
minary, that the fortifications of Dunkirk thoalé-be demolith. 
ed. This will appear from the following article, which was 
aceeded to by England and the Republic, though it. was not 
inferted in the Barrier Treaty :
